MOUNT VERNON. N.Y. 
(UPI) — A former mental 
patient whose hobby was 
hunting went gunning for 
his estranged wife's fami­ 
ly today. 


He killed her, 
his son 
and 
three in-laws and wounded two 
others. Eight other members of 
the family escaped. 
The slayer, identified by police 
as radio repairman Charles Han­ 
sen. 32. was booked on a first 
degree murder charge for 
his 
wife's slaying a few hours after 
he invaded two adjoining homes 
occupied by his wife’s family, the 
Camisas. 
Hansen, red-eyed and distraught 
surrendered to an Episcopal min­ 
ister who did not know him. Af­ 
ter he was booked he went ber­ 
serk and was removed to Grass­ 
land Hospital, Valhalla. N.Y., in 
a straight jacket. 
Police said Hansen had slapped 
his wife, fired three shots into 
a bedroom wall and ripped out 
the telephone of t h e i r Bronx 
apartment in July, 1960. He fled 
after that incident and was ar­ 
rested by police after a wild auto 
chase in Mount Vernon, N Y. 
Detectives saM t^ansen also was 
arrested last summer when police 
found him walking the streets 
with a shotgun. 


A police official said Hansen was 
released recently from a hospital 
where he had been treated for a 
mental disturbance. The official 
said the burly six-footer was “out 
to get anyone who was a Camisa.’’ 
Police said Hansen killed his 
wife. son. parcnts-in-law, and a 
brother-in-law, and wounded two 
other brothers-yi-Iaw. A sister-in- 
law saved herself and her six 
small children by locking them 
in a bedroom. Her husband had
